We 
find in this book that the Law of the Old Testament was 
a shadow of the good things to come in Jesus, the Savior. 
It is through Christ alone—the better and perfect sacri- 
fice—that sinners can confidently approach the throne of 
grace to receive mercy and grace to help in time of need.
